THE CUSTOMS OF THE MOST UNENLIGH-

Mr, Jameson Reid describes, in the August 
Dumber-of the AfuntAly Review, ‘his journey 
through the East and North-East of Thibet. 
It would be an utter impossibility, he says, to 
imagine a people more, unenlightened and 
barbarous than the native population of North: 
castera Thibel, They are but a grade removed 
from the lawer orders of animals. 

In one of the villages the party were honour. 
ed at 4 sumptuous banquet, and it appears 
that the‘natives’ gluttonous appetites seemingly 
knew no limit; for each consumed vast 
quantities of food, washed down with such 
huge draughts of arreki and tea that 
one could not but wonder where these vast 
quantitias-of edible and potable matter found 
lodgment.
